* fter and bis Aties do abfolutely require that Vi- 
‘ gour and Expedition fhould Equally be us’d in 
‘this Affair; and be peremptorily infifts, That 
‘the Pope acknowledge King Charles for Catho- 
* lick King. His Holinefs bas held a Congregaii- 
* on to deliberate on this Demand, and feveral gave 
* theie Opinion for yielding to ix: But others argued, 
* that by fach a Proceeding the Pope would highly 
* provoke the King of France and King Philip, and 
~* run the Rifque of Icficg the Bencfices in their two 
* Kiogdoms, to fave thofe in the Countries con- 
* quer’d for King Charles. Here, in fhorc, the Bu- 
‘ finefs pinches; to the no little Perplexity of the 
Holy Father. 
Milsn, Dec. 15. ‘ We have Advice, that the 
* Court of Rome would agree to acknowled 
* King Charles for King of what he s@tually pof- 
* {effes: That they defign to fend M, Piazza to 
‘ Vienna, and another Minifter to Barcelona ; 
* whofe Commiffions ‘tis believ’d will be, to affure 
‘the Emperour and King Charles, that the Pope 
‘bas a Paternal AffeCtion and Efteem for them ; 
‘and ‘tis probable they will alfo be inftru&cd ro 
* follicit them to defi from fome of their Demands: 
* Thar in the mean time, the fsid Court cffcr to 
“treat concerning the Nomination to Benefices ; 
* and to refer to a Congregation the Examination 
* of the Claims of the Holy See and of the Em- 
‘ perour to Parma, Piacenza, and Comacchio : 
* And that upon their fhewing this Compliance and 
* good Difpofition, they require on their Part that 
‘she Imperialifis make no further Progrefs in the 
* Ecclefiaftical Stare, and that ali Hoitilities be for- 
* born: Bur there is yet a great Blockin the Way to 
* an Accomodation ; namely, the Marquis de Prie 
‘ infifts pofitively, that the Pope acknowiedge King 
* Charles for Catholick King, and give kim the 
* fame Treatment in all Refpects as he has hewn to 
‘the Duke of Arjou: Now this Difficulty wiil in 
* all Likelyhood have one Effe&& on the Court of 
‘ Rome, viz. caufe them to endeavour to Spin out 
‘ the Negociation ; and another on the Impesiulifts, 
‘ viz. induce them to advance on, becanle they 
* have pretty good Ground to thick that «s they 
‘ approach nearcr and mesrer to Rome, the Holy 
* Father will grow more and more compliant.
